that the current peace rumors ap- 
parently are put out to impair the 
“vigor” of the Allied war effort 
by creating overconfidence. 

In response to a press confer- 
ence question, “Have you any in- 
formation that would support ru- 
mors that a German peace move 
is afoot either through the Vatican 
or other channels?” the Secretary 


replied: 

“I think I would be safe in au- 
thorizing you to quote me entirely 
in the negative about such rumors 
at every day’s conference until I 
notify you to the contrary. 

“They are evidently put out most 


|of the time with a view to creating 


overconfidence among the Allies 
in carrying on the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion and in that way 
impairing the whole vigor of the 
war situation on the Allied side.” 

Hull dig not elaborate but the 
implication was clear that he con- 
siders the peace rumors to be Axis- 
inspired. 

When asked whether Vatican au- 
thorities had made overtures with 
respect to assurances the Vatican 
would not be bombed, Hull said 
there was some discussion along 
that line some time ago.

While the American heavy bomb- 
ers were continuing the stepped-up 


destruction of German war cen- 
ters, twin-engined American Ma- 
rauders, accompanied by Spitfires, 
bombed a Nazi airfield at Chievres, 
Belgium. 

British planes, In offensive oper- 
ations today destroyed four Ger- 
man fighters. Formations of fight- 
ers and light bombers were seen 
returning from the direction of 
France. 

Specific objectives of today’s at- 
tack by American heavy bombers 
and last night’s raids by the Mos- 
quitoes were not announced. 

A British Air Ministry announce- 
ment said no’ planes were lost in 
last night’s operations, during 
which mines were laid in enemy 
waters. Berlin had its second suc- 
cessive raidless night. 

London had a sort alert but no 
bombs during the night. The few 
bombs dropped in the Home Coun- 
ties caused neither damage nor 
casualties. 

U. 8. General’s Comment. 

Maj. Gen. William E. Kepner, 
chief of the United States Eighth 
Air Force fighter command, said 
in a broadcast to the United 
States yesterday that “I think we 
can say the Germans already know 
they can’t win.”

“The fact is, our pilots’ mo- 
rale is getting higher while Ger- 
man pilots’ morale has nowhere 
to go but downhill.

We find them unable 
to resist us in certain places.” 

He said that American fighters 
were going deeper and deeper into 
Germany. Comparing the present 
Allied air offensive to the battle 
for Britain, Gen. Kepner said Ger- 
man pilots fighting over hostile, 
occupied countries did not feel it 
their duty to defend those coun- 
tries in the manner the R. A. F. 
defended England. 

“We can go high enough to 
minimize the flak; we've. got 
armor plating; and we've got un- 
heard of firepower. Never have 
our bombers suffered the losses 
the Huns did in the battle for 
Britain,” he concluded. 

R, A. F.’s November Offensive. 

A summary of R. A. F. opera- 
tions for November, meanwhile, 
showed that the month was one of 
the best the British, have enjoyed 
to date. Since the beginning of 
November, British heavy bombers 
have carried out 10 major opera- 
tions—including one raid on Berlin 
by the greatest four-motored force 
ever sent over Germany—at a total 
cost of 155 planes. 

This was the lowest monthly loss 
since March, when 150. were 
downed. The most costly month 
was August, when 293 heavy bomb- 
ers were lost in 14 large-scale at- 
tacks, among them two big as- 
saults on Berlin which accounted 
for 105 of the losses. 

More Airfields Being Built. 

The Air Ministry News Service 
disclosed that $2,500,000,000 is being 
spent to expand the already mighty 
British-American aerial offensive 
from Britain. 

Of the total, about 552 million 
dollars will be spent on airfields 
and depots for the United States 
Eighth Air Force. 

The greater part of the material 
is being provided by the British 
Government. Because of the man- 
power shortage, American con- 
struction units are assisting, sup- 
plying the bulk of constructional 
labor for one air field and depot 
out of every seven being built 
for the American Air Force. 

For the entire construction pro- 
gram the respective efforts of the 
United States and the United King- 
dom were placed in this propor- 
tion by the news service:

(AP).—The abdication of King 
Vittorio Emanuele was demanded 
publicly for the first time today at 
a political meeting, and Count 
Carlo Sforza, former Foreign Min- 


ister, declared the recent British 
reverse on the island of Lero re- 
sulted from failure of Italian 
|\troops to fight under one of the 
'King’s Generals regarded as a 
Fascist. 

The meeting demonstrated vig- 
orously for a republic. 

Sforza declared that the King 
must go if Italians are to be ex- 
pected to participate effectively in 
the war against Germany. 

The Christian Democrats and 
Liberals, both Rightist groups, 
were absent at today’s demonstra- 
tions. The adherents of the other 
four United Front parties, how- 
ever, left no doubt of their hostili- 
ty to the King, and even shouted 
down the venerable’ philosopher, 
Benedetto Croce, when he pleaded 
for a regency as a means of pre- 
serving the monarchy in Italy. 

Demand for Republic. 

Croce posed a_ hypothetical 
question, “Do you want .o pre- 
serve the monarchy?” 

The crowd of approximately a 
thousand jammed into a narrow 
university courtyard stormed, “No, 
no! Viva Republica! Republica!” 

Croce then attempted to argue in

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U. S. Using New Secret Weapons, 
Nature Unknown to Public and Foe 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
The Navy’s No. 1 ordnance expert 
assured the country today that we 
have new, secret weapons, some 
“fully comparable to the German 
radio-controlled bomb and acoustic 
homing torpedoes,” others even 
more amazing. 

Moreover, these weapons have 
been in use for “many months,” 
said R. Adm. W. H. P. Blandy, 
chief of the Bureau of Ordnance. 

The new weapons, Blandy assert- 
ed, are truly secret, known neither 
to the American public. Nor does 
the enemy know what they are, 
he explained, because when a navy 
loses a weapon it usually goes to 
the bottom of the ocean where the 
enemy can’t capture and imitate it.

As an example, he said 
the increase in production of tor- 
pedoes since the start of the war 
was 4000 per cent.

New Crossing of Sangro 
Also Forced Farther In- 
land — Whole Tactical

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Ak 
giers, Nov. 29 (AP).—The British 
Eighth Army struck out in a new 
offensive in the darkness of Sun- 
day morning, turning westward 
from its Sangro River bridgehead 
near the Adriatic and forcing a 
new crossing of the river 13 miles 
inland. 

The assault followed a message 
by Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery to his men, calling upon them 
o “hit the Germans a colossal 
crack” and drive them north of 
Rome. 


A headquarters spokesman said 
the attack was going well and that 
the Eighth Army had achieved a 
penetration of the main German 
defensive belt in the hills near 
the coast. 


Air and Artillery Barrages. 

The attack, delivereé at night in 
typical Montgomery style, was pre- 
ceded and supported by a terrifie 
air onslaught. It was carried out 
»by veteran British, Indian and New 
Zealand divisions rushing forward 
in the flashing light of an “ex- 
ceptionally heavy” artillery bar- 
rage. 

A second bridgehead at Archi, 
13 miles inland from the Adriatic, 
was hammered out as the attack 
progressed, broadening the Eighth 
Army’s foothold on the north side 
of the most serious obstacle en- 
countered by Montgomery since he 
set foot on the Calabrian toe last 
September. The previous bridge- 
head had been limited to about 
five «miles along the Sangro from 
the Adriatic. 

Americans on the right of L&t 
Gen. Mark W. Clark's Fifth Army 
front also seized more high ground 
in an important advance and broke 
up determined German counter- 
thrusts west of Venafro. Activity 
on the Fifth Army sector, however, 
was limited chiefly to patrol action 
and heavy artillery duels, but the 
headquarters communique said 
“valuable information” was being 
gathered by-small patrols penetrat- 
ing enemy territory 


Liberators Bomb Tunnel. 


While planes of the tactical air 
force threw all the strength they 
had into support of the Eighth 
Army offensive at the front, break- 
ing up four waves of 40 German 
aircraft sent out to attack Eighth 
Army units, American Liberators 
flew into the Alps of Northern 
Italy and bombed the railway via- 
duct and tunnel at Dogna, 60 miles 
north of Trieste, where the Ger- 
mans’ Italian and Balkan fronts 
are linked by railway communica- 
tions. 

A-36 fighter-bombers bombed the 
harbor and freight yards at Anzio,

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NAZIS NOW ADMIT 
POSSIBILITY THAT 
ALLIED RAIDS MAY 
WIPE QUT BERLIN 


German Calls Air Battle 
of Capital ‘Turning 
Point of War’ and Says 
R. A. F. Has Won First 
Round.

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
The Germans acknowledged today 
the possibility that British and 
American bombers might complete- 
ly destroy Berlin, one-third of 
which already is reported to be in 
ruins as the result of heavy Royal 
Air Force raids during the past 
week. 

The admission was made by 
George Schroeder, chief corre- 
spondent of the Europe Press, who 
writes only with the specific ap- 
proval of Nazi Propoganda Min- 
ister Paul Joseph Goebbels. 

In a story designed for foreign 
consumption, Schroeder said grim- 
ly that the British already have 
“won the first round in the battle 
Qf Berlin,” that the Allies may “lay 
all Berlin in waste” and added that 
“we may expect other German 
cities to meet the same fate.” 

The “Secret Weapon.” 

Schroeder added darkly, how- 
ever, that Germany intended to 
pay back Britain soon with re- 
prisals by employing a new weapon 
which, he said, “may make total 
war much more total.” 

Britain, he said, could not use a 
similar weapon because it does not* 
possess bases close enough to Ger- 
many—thus indicating the Nazis 
intend to use their weapon from 
France. This might mean that it 
is some new type of cannon or 
rocket projectile. It has been 
rumored that the Germans are ex- 
perimenting with both. 

Goebbels himself said in a broad- 
cast speech that German industry 
was working day and night to turn 
out a mystery weapon through 
which Britain would be paid back 
with “interest and double interest.” 
Goebbels’ assertion that the R. A. 
F. raiders had dropped “masses of 
phosphorus cannisters” on Berlin 
seemed to imply that the British 
had developed a new and more ef- 
fective type of incendiary. 

Schroeder said the “battle of 
Berlin will be recorded in history 
as the turning point in the war.” 
But he declared that “it already 
can be seen England can never 
win the land war by air raids.” 

Hardly a Capital. 

Neutral correspondents said that 
German ' officials have despaired 
of quickly rehabilitating Berlin 
and that it is likely that the city 
is no longer functioning as the 
capital of the Reich. Even before 
last week’s raids, some administra- 
tive offices 
other cities and others probably 
have been shifted during the last 
few days. 

Berlin’s transportation and food 
distribution systems and water and 
power facilities were reported still 
paralyzed. Correspondents of Swe- 
dish newspapers wrote that Nazi 
officials, convinced that additional 
attacks were in store for the city, 
were concentrating only on restor- 
ing essential services, without at- 
tempting to rehabilitate the “dead” 
sections. 

Expecting Invasion. 

A dispatch to the Stockholm 
newspaper Allehanda said some 
German military men believed that 
the aerial bombardment of the 
Reich's nerve center was part of 
an Allied strategic plan to wipe 
out the capital as a prelude to an 
invasion of Europe from the west 
and south. 

The correspondent said that the 

Germans “await an invasion of the 
continent” in the wake of the of- 
fensive against Berlin. The Ger- 
mans also note, he said, the Amer- 
ican daylight aerial assaults 
against France. 
, The newspaper Aftontidnigen 
said that there were unconfirmed 
reports that a general evacuation 
of Berlin was proposed if the bom- 
bardments continued. 

(A dispatch from Bern, Switzer- 
land, said that thousands of Ber- 
liners already had been evacuated, 
but that many men and women 
were reported still roaming the 
streets with their possessions in 
little bundles or standing before 
the ruins of their homes.) 

‘Forbidden Cities.’ 

Even before the R. A. F, began 
its concentrated attack on Berlin 
the capital had been listed as a 
“forbidden city” by the Reich 
Housing Commissioner in a de- 
cree dated Oct. 26. Under the 
order persons living outside of 
Berlin were prohibited from mov- 
ing to the city without express 
permission. 

Other cities listed in the decree 
as having a housing shortage in- 
cluded Dessau, Duesseldorf, Kre- 
feld, Leverkusen, Magdeburg, 
Mainz, Muenchengladbach, Neuss, 
Remscheid, Rheydt, Solingen, Vier- 
sen, Vienna, Wuppertal and Zoppot. 

Adolf Hitler’s newspaper, Voel- 
kischer Beobachter, reappeared in 
Stockholm yesterday for the first 
time since Tuesday with a change 
in type and reduction in the num- 
ber of columns from six to five, 
indicating that its Berlin plant had 
been bombed out. 

Tent City in Park. 

Descriptions of life within the 
shattered metropolis continued to 
trickle out, meanwhile, typical of 
scenes within a city wrecked by 
earthquake, tidal wave, storm or 
great fire.

ALASKA OIL FIELD CALLED 
SUPERIOR TO CANOL PROJECT 


Poulson (Rep.), California, Tells House of 
Vast Navy Reserve Not Being Utilized 
—Assails Somervell’s Action.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—A vast 
naval oil reserve in Northwestern 
Alaska could have been developed 
for the Army’s war needs instead 
of the Canol “fiasco,” Representa- 
tive Norris Poulson (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, declared today in a speech 
on the House floor. 

The Canol project, which seeks 
to exploit a field of “questionable 
possibilities and which has proven 
to be a very costly and unsatisfac- 
tory venture,” said Poulson, was 
never indorsed by any competent 
oil man, and the responsibility for 
undertaking it must rest on the 
shoulders of Lt. Gan. Brehon Som- 
ervell, chief of the Army Service 
Forces. 

He said that W. T. Féran, a geo- 
logical engineer now with the 
Navy, had made a detailed study 
of the Alaskan oil potentialities 
and compiled a favorable report 
on it last spring. After getting 
this report, Poulson said, he wrote 
to the Navy asking what was being 
done to explore the Alaska oil pool. 
and received assurance that it was 
being given serious consideration 
by the Army-Navy Petroleum 
Board. 

Foran, In his report, also ques- 
tioned the value of the Norman 
Wells field being developed now 


under the Canol project, Never- 
theless, Poulson pointed out, the 
War Department proceeded with 
the project, ignoring the fact that 
development of the Alaskan field 
would have been more productive, 
less costly, and much closer to the 
American air bases in the North- 
west Territory. 


“At this time,” he continued, “I 
think the Navy is responsible be- 
cause it has not developed the 
Alaskan field, and it knows that 
the Army has been spending 
money in territory which did not 
compare with the territory held 
by the Navy. 

“This is a war of the United 
States and not of the Army or of 
the Navy, and it is high time that 
the Army and Navy co-operate 
rather than do as they have in the 
past.

Goebbels Echoes 1918 Phrases of 
Beaten Kaiser. 


NEW YORK, Nov, 29 (AP).— 
Parallels were drawn by the Brit- 
ish radio between Dr. Paul Joseph 
Goebbels’ speech at a Hitler Youth 
benefit in Berlin yesterday and an 
address by Kaiser Wilhelm Sept. 
9, 1918, on the eve of abdication 
and defeat. 

The British broadcast said: 

“Speaking to Krupps’ workers 
that day, the Kaiser said: ‘God 
will revenge Germany at the last 
moment.’ Goebbels said today; ‘It 
would be a Satanical paradox if 
there were no retribution for the 
harm done to German cities.’ 

“Today Goebbels claimed on be- 
half of Berlin and the whole Ger- 
man people that Germany would 
never capitulate. The Kaiser said: 
‘We will fight and hold on to the 
last, so help us God.’ 

“Goebbels said today that Ger- 
many would never be defeated. He 
echoed the Kaiser’s words in 1918: 
‘The enemy realize that they can 
never defeat the German army 
and the German navy.’”

NAZIS SHARE GUST 


Seizure of Germany’s 
Surplus Supplies for 
Plundered Countries 


Agreed On. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 29 
(AP).—The United Nations. Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration 
moved today toward the close of 
its first conference with four pro- 
visions written into its plans point- 
ing to a stiff peace policy for Ger- 
many. 

The Polish delegation started it 
off by suggesting both in commit- 
tee and to the press that at the 
war’s end the Axis will have sur- 
plus supplies which can be appro- 
priated for use in building up plun- 
dered countries. In substance, the 
Polish suggestion was accepted for 
adoption by the council, 

It has been recognized here that 
some relief will have to be done in 
Germany and its satellites for the 
purpose of keeping United Nations 
military lines open. The commit- 
tee on scope was ready to adopt 
the principle that the Axis “should 
carry the burden of relief costs,” 
when health authorities said that 
enemy countries might -not have 
the wherewithal to finance health 
work done in its territory, should 
epidemics spread. So the clause 
was suggested: “Should carry re- 
Hef costs to the fullest extent pos- 
sible.” 

The European delegates stood 
together in a solid bloc to veto the 


phrase, It implied a loophole for 
Germany, it was said, and they 
feared the reaction of their 


peoples, still under the Axis yoke, 
should they hear the provision over 
short wave, The phrase was killed, 
leaving the implication that the 
European delegations intend to 
make the Axis pay, and without 
reservation. 

Then Norwegian Ambassador 
Wilhelm Munthe de  Morgen- 
stierne, discussing the future of 
his country, stated that he hoped 
to see Germany “pay in kind” 
from the outset. He said he would 
consider it entirely fair if Ger- 
many replaced the Norwegian ship- 
ping it has sunk, estimated at 
four million tons or slightly more 
than half of the Norwegian 
merchant marine.

Kinkaid, Philadelphia naval of- 
ficer who commanded Aleutians 
forces which took Attu and Kiska, 
told a press conference that while 
there were many roads to Japan, 
any or all of them would be ex- 
tremely difficult, 

“But we are headed toward Ja- 
pan and will go through,” he said. 

He took the view that any route 
which is practicable is important, 
and expressed confidence that “one 
of these days we will have enough 
to go on all routes.” 

Kinkaid, accompanied by his 
deputy commander, R. Adm. Clif- 
ford E. Van Hook of Washington, 
D. C., discussed problems of at- 
tacks against the islands forming 
Japan’s inland defenses. 

The closer we go to the home 
islands, the more difficult our task 
will become because of lengthened 
supply lines, he said. 

He used the Gilberts campaign 
to illustrate the difficulties ahead. 
Landings in the Gilberts involved 
making front attacks, he said, while 
the best acknowledged method of 
attack is to land where the enemy 
isn’t and then proceed against his 
fixed defenses via land. 

He wouldn’t hazard a guess as 
to when the war would end, but 
instead offered the comparison of 
United States Navy strength from 
the one carrier and an unspecified 
number of other ships a year ago 
to the present “ocean full.” 

Undoubtedly the Japanese fleet 
has been unbalanced by the loss 
of ships, particularly cruisers, Kin- 
kaid said, adding, “Japanese ships 
are still in operation and there is 
no doubt they are aggressive.” 

Asked concerning the Japanese 
failure to give battle to the Ameri- 
can fleet, he replied that possibly 
Japan liked to have a fleet “in 
being” even though it meant keep- 
ing it in inland seas of Japan. 
Such a fleet continues as a major 
threat which the Allies must take 
into consideration. 


Daniel De Luce in Hospital.

ALLIES GAIN ON NEW GUINEA, - 
EXPAND BOUGAINVILLE HOLD 


1000 U. S. Casualties to Date in Solomons 
Beachhead Fight—Jap Cruiser Hit 
by 1000-Pound Bomb. 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC ALLIED 
HEADQUARTERS, Nov, 29 (AP). 
~—Allied ground forces moved for- 
ward in New Guinea and Bougain- 
ville with the support of stepped- 
up air operations which pounded 
Japanese positions with more than 
800 tons of bombs along the South- 
Southwest Pacific front. 

A Japanese light cruiser was 
listed as sunk or damaged after 
being struck by a 1000-pound bomb 
dropped by a Liberator near St. 
George Channel between New 
Britain and New Ireland. A heavy 
explosion resulted. It was the 
forty-riinth enemy warship to be 
sunk or damaged in the battle 
area during November. 

Staff Sgt. Russell Brown, Edin- 
burg, Ill. was a member of the 
Liberator Crew. 

Fierce fighting on Bougainville 
yielded another 800 yards for the 
Americans’ bridgehead at Empress 
Augusta Bay in the battle for pos- 
session of the last major Japanese 
base in the Northern Solomons, 

Planes from Adm. William F. 
Halsey’s South Pacific command 
dropped almost 200 tons of bombs 
of Bougainville over the week end 
without a single loss, testifying to 
the success of repeated attacks on 
enemy air bases in the area. No 
enemy planes rose, 

Latest bombings included an at- 
tack on the Buka airfield at the 
northern tip of Bougainville with 
approximately 300 500-pound 
bombs, and a flight of 50 Mitch- 
ells which dropped 30 tons of ex- 
plosives on the Bonis airstrip on 
Buka. 

1000 Japs Killed In 10 Days. 

Halsey'’s spokesman said a 10-day 
battle on Bougainville had cost the 


enemy more than 1000 dead and 
raised the total from artillery and 
infantry fire since Nov, 1, when the 
Americans landed, to a figure in 
excess of 2000. American dead and 
wounded together ‘totaled around 
1000, the spokesmar said. 


In New Guinea, Australians who 
captured Sattelberg from the Jap- 
anese advanced along the enemy’s 
line of retreat, cut the Bonga- 
Wareo trail on the north, and cap- 
tured Pino Hill dominating the 
northeastern half of the important 
jungle trail. 


One American plane was downed 
by antiaircraft fire in a medium 
bomber raid on the Wewak and 
Boram areas of New Guinea. Five 
Japanese aircraft were destroyed 
on the ground. Twenty-five others 
were bombed and strafed with un- 
observed results. 


Gasmata, Rabaul Bombed. 


Ten Japanese bombers caused 
only minor damage in an attack 
along the New Guinea coast in the 
Finschhafen area. Allied planes 
shot down at least eight of the es- 
corting fighters on their homeward 
flight. 

Week-end air operations by the 
Allies included the fifth bombing 
attack within a week on Gasmata, 
New Britain, 130 miles distant 
from the new Allied ground posi- 
tions in the Sattelberg area. This 
time 26 tons of explosives were 
dropped. The Rabaul waterfront 
was bombed in a night attack, 
causing fires. 

Speedy P-T boats sank five 
barges loaded with 200 Japanese 
troops and artillery in  Vitiaz 
Strait, between New Guinea and 
New Britain. 


BBC BARS JOKES 
ABOUT YANKS, AND 
SOUTHERN ACCENT 


Tunes That Might Make Men 
Homesick Also Forbidden 
on British Radio.

LONDON, Nov. 29 (AP).—You 
can’t joke about American soldiers 
on the British Broadcasting Co. 
network now, You can’t even say 
“honey chile.” 

A stringent code of taboos, 
adopted by the ultra conservative 
government-sponsored radio  sys- 
tem, according to a report in the 
Sunday Chronicle, forbids jokes 
about the home guard, black 
market, police, American soldiers, 
any of the feminine branches of 
the armed forces, army officers 
(although not enlisted men), intox- 
icating drinks or the bombing of 
Germany. 

The Chronicle-itemized list also 
included in the bar the American 
Southern accent, except in min- 
strel show programs; the imper- 
sonation of persons on the “brains 
trust” program, (English version 
of “Information Please”), the jaz- 
zing of classical music and the 
singing nostalgic tunes, lest the 
latter make soldiers homesick. 

It could not be learned what 
caused the regulations. There has 
been no recent public criticism of 
the BBC except for the chronic 
complaints that its programs are 
dull,

CHUNGKING, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
Japanese forces which have been

sha, have been beaten back and 


are retiring in disorder, fragment- 
ary reports reaching here said to-. 
day. 

The Japanese have hurled waves 
of infantry at the city, supported 
by continuous artillery and air 
bombardment. The Chinese de 
fenders fought back stubbornly. 
Several hundred students and 
teachers at the Chinese middle 
school at Hofu, west of Changteh, 
were killed by the Japanese when 
they entered the town recently, the 
Central News Agency said. Many 
girl students were carried off, said 
the dispatch, quoting a student 
who said he was the only person 
to escape. 

The Chinese high command said 
more than 2000 of the invaders 
were wiped out Friday after they 
charged behind clouds of poison 
gas. All their attacks yesterday 
also were repulsed. 

Another 2000 Japanese were re- 
ported killed near Tzeli, northwest 
of Changteh, and it was said the 
enemy was evacuating the town 
of Taoyuan to the southwest. 

Headquarters acknowledged, 
however, that a Chinese force had 
been surrounded by the Japanese 
between Taoyuan and Tungting 
Lake. 

American and Chinese planes 
continued to support the defenders 
of the “rice bowl” region, sinking 
a number of boats on Tungting 
Lake yesterday and Saturday. 


Chinese Capture Positions Along 
River in North Burma. 

WITH ALLIED PATROLS IN 
NINGAM SAKAN, Northern 
Burma, Nov. 2 (Delayed) (AP).— 
A Chinese force led by American, 
Chinese, British and native pa- 
trols has fanned out into northe- 
western Hukawng Valley during 
the last 48 hours, capturing com- 
manding positions along the upper 
Chindwin River.

The story of the elimination of a 
German radio and weather station 
on an unidentified island off the 
east coast of Greenland was re- 
lated today by Gunner's Mate Hu- 
bert Tucker of the Coast Guard, 
son of Mrs. Pearl Brettman, 2921 
North Taylor avenue, while home 
on leave.

“The Army and Coast Guard 
men had been intensively trained 
for landing force operations and 
attack in the best military style 
even though there was no need for 
it. 


Station Caused Interference. 

“The German radio station, 
which had caused _ interference 
with our communication system 
and served the enemy with regu- 
lar weather reports, was confis- 
cated, along with supplies of cloth- 
ing and food left behind by the 
enemy.” 

Secretary of the Navy Knox an- 
nounced recently that the Coast 
Guard cutters North Star and 
Northland had joined in wiping 
out the German radio and weather 
base. The action started in May, 
with Army Air Force planes bomb- 
ing and strafing the base. Later, 
after the Coast Guard cutters had 
battered their way through the ice, 
it was found that the bombings 
had destroyed the main buildings 
and the Germans who had not 
been killed by the aerial attacks 
had been evacuated by plane.

Morgenthau Puts Sales Tax 
Yield at Only One Billion

dous pressure on prices in that 
group.” 

George asked if it was Morgen- 
thau’s position that the Treasury 
was not recommending any type 
of sales tax and that its opposition 
to compulsory savings was un- 
changed. 

“That is correct,” he replied, 

“If we are to step up taxes, in 
view of the already rapid step-up 
that has been made, then the com- 
mittee probably would want to take 
the view that all methods of rais- 
ing taxes ought to be left open, 
even though you don’t agree,” 
George said. 

House Bill ‘Falls Too Short.’ 

Morgenthau renewed his virtual- 
ly hopeless demand for 10% bil- 
lion in new taxes. by telling the 
committee that the $2,140,000,000 
House revenue measure “falls far 
short even of an attempt to meet 
our fiscal needs in a realistic or 
courageous way.” 

In the face of an assertion by 
George that it would be impossible 
to enact a bill varying greatly from 
the principles of the House meas- 
ure, Morgenthau reminded the 
committee of “the stupendous bill 
this war will leave behind” and 
declared: 

“If we pay in taxes any less 
than we can now afford to pay we 
shall be unfair to those who must 
face the accumyjated bill after 
the war has been fought and won. 
- « « We shall not only be asking 
the 10 million members of the 
armed forces to give the most im- 
portant years out of their lives to 
fight the war. We shall also be 
requiring them to pay in taxes 
after the war what we could and 
should have paid while they were 
fighting.” 

Finances “Carefully Reviewed.” 

Morgenthau said the Treasury 
had “carefully reviewed” the fiscal 
situation since his appearance be- 
fore the House Ways and Means 
Committee, in view of the wide 
difference between the department 
and’ the House “on a matter so 
important to the present and 
future welfare of this nation.” 

“There is. nothing in the new 
budget figures in our opinion to 
warrant reducing our goal below 
$10,500,000,000 of additional war- 
time taxes,” he said. 

“The budget revisions do not 
alter the fact that we can pay 
much higher taxes; they do not in 
any degree affect our moral obli- 
gation to meet row all of the 
costs of the war that can be met 
by current taxation; and they do 
not affect in significant degree 
the serious inflationary dangers 
that face us , .. as long as the 
war shall] last, and in the postwar 
period. 

“It is a great fallacy to suppose 
that we can fight history’s great- 
est war to save what we hold 
most dear without financial sacri- 
fice. Inevitably we shall expe- 
rience much greater financial sac- 
rifice than we have thus far. Tax- 
ation now, during the war, is the 
easiest way to make that sacri- 
fice.” 


$6-Billion Surplus. 

Morgenthau repeated his warn- 
ing of an inflationary threat which 
he said is inherent in the estimat- 
ed 36-billion-dollar surplus be- 
tween national income after pay- 
ment of taxes and the available 
supply of goods. 

“If those who hold this surplus 
income try to spend it on consum- 
er goods,” he said, “the inevitable 
result will be black markets, rup- 
tured price ceilings, substantial in- 
creases in the cost of living, fol- 
lowed by tremendous pressures for 
higher wages and farm prices, 
which will set in motion further 
forces in the spiral of inflation.” 

Up to this point, he added, 
spending has been held down “and 
we have avoided disastrous price 
increases. . . . But we cannot ex- 
pect these controls to hold indefi- 
nitely in the face of a continued 
large surplus of income over goods 
and a great accumulation of 
spendable liquid wartime savings. 
Day after day, the continuous pres- 
sure of spending power has been 
cracking our price controls a lit- 
tle here and a little there and 
threatens to produce a major 
breakthrough.” 

Randolph Paul Testifies, 

Randolph Paul, Treasury gen- 
eral counsel, charged that the 
House-approved tax bill erects “a 
mountain of complexity for a mole- 
hill of revenue” in order to keep 
on the Federal tax rolls nine mil- 
lion persons he described as least 
able to pay and the most expensive 
to tax. 

Appearing before the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, Paul devoted 
most of his prepared statement to 
an attack on the House’s own for- 
mula for integrating the present 
3 per cent victory tax with the 
regular income levy. 

The integration plan is a part 
of the $2,140,000,000 House revenue 
measure, which would increase the 
yield from individual income taxes 
by 226 million dollars in contrast to 
the Treasury's recommended §6,- 
500,000,000. Of the increase in the 
House bill, 161 million dollars 
would come from the nine million 
taxpayers whom the Treasury

Says Simplification Is Vital. 

Declaring that the matter of 
simplification hag become “cru- 
cially important,” Paul said he was 
unable to visualize any method by 
which the Treasury might make 
the income tax provisions of the 
House measure generally under- 
standable, It substitutes for the 
victory tax a 3 per cent minimum 
levy with new exemptions and with 
a provision that the higher of 
either the minimum tax or the 
regular income tax is to be paid. 

“Putting the minimum tax in its 
proper perspective,” Paul told the 
committee, “it is not an overstate- 
ment to say that its complexities 
will jeopardize the whole income 


million dollars from nine million 
taxpayers near the bottom of the 
income scale, it endangers the col- 
lection of more than 17 billion dol- 
lars from over 50 million taxpay- 
ers throughout the scale.” 

In the case of married couples 
with separate incomes, he said, the 
House bill not only “greatly com- 
plicates” the problem of choosing 
between joint and separate re- 
turns, but—because of the double 
tax base and different exemptions 
—forces the problem upon millions 
of taxpayers not now affected by it. 

To meet protests that the Treas- 
ury’s original proposal did not hit 
sufficiently hard gt taxpayers in 
lower income brackets, Paul out- 
lined two alternative proposals. 
Under the original plan, three and 
a half billions of the added yield 
from individual incomes would 
have come from persons earning 
less than $5000 a year. 

One alternative would increase 
the yield from that class to $3,900,- 
000,000 and the second to $4,400,000,- 
000. Each would increase still 


further the surtax rates which 
now start at 18 per cent in the 
first bracket. 

A coalition of eight national or- 
ganizations spearheaded by the 
CIO denounced the pending §$2,- 
140,000,000 bill yesterday as an in- 
flation breeder and called on Con- 
gress to boost taxes on personal 
incomes above $3000 a year.

ed town of San Vittore near Frosi- 
none, and the coastal railway 
northwest of Rome, while big guns 
on the outskirts of Rome thun- 
dered last night at British Well- 
ingtons which scattered hundreds 
of fragmentation bombs among 
dispersed planes on two airfields 
at Ciampino and set hangars to 
burning. 

“Widespread havoc and confu- 
sion” was caused among enemy 
troop concentrations, barracks and 
road traffic by the A-36s in the 
Rome area, an official report said. 
At least 10 trucks were destroyed, 
and many tank carriers, railway 
ears, four railway stations, power 
plants and radio stations were at- 
tacked. 

A furious air battle near the 
French Riviera developed when 
enemy fighters attacked a Marau- 
der formation, and two Messer- 
schmitt-109s were shot down. 

In yesterday’s aerial operations 
the Allies lost seven aircraft while 
destroying eight of the enemy’s. 

Fierce Nazi Resistance. 


Although the German “winter 
line” on the Eight Army front had 
been hard hit by Allied air forces 
which had made as many as 500 
sorties in a single day against gun 
posts, artillery positions, trenches 
and entanglements, the British 
attack found the enemy waiting 
and prepared for fierce resistance. 

The Germans made numerous 
counterattacks, spearheaded by 
tanks mounting flame-throwers. 

Some of these counterattacks 
threw back the troops which 
swarmed across the Sangro in the 
Archi neighborhood, but the Brit- 
ish bounded back to the offensive 
and regained all they had lost and 
more too. 

They took a considerable number 
of prisoners in the sweep forward, 
among them Poles and Lorrainers 
(from former French territory) 
who had been impressed into the 
service of the German army. 

Five Miles Beyond River. 


The main penetration into 
German defensive belt was in 
direction of Castel Frentano, 
high ground five miles beyond 
Sangro and nine miles inland 
where the Germans appear to have 
anchored their, line. 

By crossing the river in two 
places, Montgomery erected an- 
other famous hammer and anvil 
setup which he has used success- 
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fully several times before, especial- 
ly in instances where by an over- 
night shift the anvil has become 
the hammer. 

The inland bridgehead near Archi 
was first achieved several days ago 
by troops of the British Seventy- 
eighth’ Division, veterans of “Long 
Stop Hill” in Tunisia, who carved 
out a breach in the German lines 
and held to their mud and water- 
filled foxholes for four days. Mont- 
gomery said these soldiers rose to 
great heights in this achievement. 

Then simultaneous with the 
coastal attack, fresh troops 
swarmed across the river, broaden- 
ing and deeping the foothold in 


high ground. 

By dark last night, the troops 
were said to have moved well along 
toward their first objectives, and 
at last reports the two bridgeheads 
were about eight miles apart. 

American Advance. 

The artillery action on the Fifth 

Army front, appeared partly due to 


German nervousness, especially in 
the position beyond Venafro, the 
last mountain landlock to the plain 
reaching toward Rome. The high 
ground occupied by the Americans 
was slightly east of there. 

Yesterday it was announced that 
American troops had pushed for- 
ward two miles northwest of Mon- 
taquila in Central Italy and seized 
mountain heights which command 
a secondary road leading westward 
from Colli al Volturno through the 
German defense lines to Rome. 

Taking advantage of the first 
clear weather in days, the Ameri- 
cans stormed German positions on 
La Falconara Mountain with the 
aid of an all-day assault by Allied 
planes. 

Naval Actions. 

Today’s Allied communique dis- 
closed that on Saturday a British 
cruiser and a destroyer had bom- 
barded German positions in the 
Minturno area north of the Vol- 
turno on the Fifth Army front and 
that on Thursday night British de- 
stroyers had shelled the small port 
of Civitanova on the Adriatic 
about 20 miles south of Ancona. 

Allied heaaquarters also dis- 
closed that the United States Third 
Infantry Division was now among 


_|the troops of the Fifth Army. The 


Third Division previously had been 
a part of the Seventh Army of Lt. 
Gen, Georgs S. Patton Jr. in Sicily 
and had participated in the Ameri- 
can landings in Morocco. The For- 
ty-fifth Division, also formerly of 
the Seventh Army, and the Thirty- 
sixth Division previously had been 
announced as being with Clark’s 
forces,

slopes of Hill 1017, and in a final 
assault, one platoon led by Lt. 
Carl Kappel of Charleston, W. Va., 
stormed the mist-covered peak to 
give the Americans complete con- 
trol of an important height in the 
eastern sector of the Fifth Army 
front. 

The hour for the attack was 
2200 (10 p. m.) A reconnaissance 
patrol went out to scout the path 
up the slippery slope, but came 
back a short time later to report 
‘they had met heavy enemy fire. 

The attack began on schedule, 
and the troops moved in the dark- 
ness toward their objective. 

“Then we began to find anti- 
personnel mines all over the 
place,” said Sgt. Heinz Graalfs, 
691 Teresita boulevard, San Fran- 
cisco. “We ran _ into a single 
strand wire running along the 
foot of the hill, and behind that 
the Germans had laid booby traps 
and mines. ' 

“We crawled along the ground on 
our bellies, feeling ahead of us 
for trap wires and mines, but 
there were too many of them for 
us to get through. Some boys 
never came back from the mine 
field—because they crawled onto 
mines or booby traps.” 

The next morning, with Lt. Spike 
Harris of Clovis, N. M., clearing 
a path through the mine field with 
detectors, the Yanks made their 
second bid to capture Hill 1017. 

While machine-gunners and rifle- 
men covered him, Harris picked 
mines and traps out of the trail, 
or cut trip wires, Two of his help- 
ers were killed. 

The troops worked their way well 
up the approaches that day and 
dug in for the night on the cold 
slopes with no blankets for pro- 
tection. 

The next day they began the as- 
sault again, clearing out snipers 
and machine-gunners as they went. 
On the way up they captured two 
German prisoners who showed 
them a trail through the mines, 
and then progress up the towering 
mountain was faster. 

Finally one machinegun nest 
stood between the company led 
by Lt. Richard D. Aldridge, Toledo, 
O., and the objective. 

Lt. Kappel, whose platoon was 
leading the way, sent Sgt. Leonard 
Harmon of Wichita, Kan., creep- 
ing around the mountain to knock 
out the nest. 

“Harmon sent one rifleman 
around the right flank and an- 
other on the left flank,” Graalfs 
said. “They opened fire on the 
Germans’ position, and then Har- 
mon led his mer on a frontal as- 
sault that cleaned them out. That 
opened the way to the top of 
Hill 1017.” 

The boldness of the attack and 
its climax took the Germans by 
surprise, for they had been pre- 
paring gun positions and machine- 
gun nests on the mountain for two 
weeks, 

“We hit them before they ex- 
pected us to make a try,” grinned 
Lt. Fordyce Gorham, Williamsport, 
Pa., “and they did not have the 
positions manned as well as they 
would have had in a few days.”

UPA MEAT POLICY 
BUILDS MONUPOLY 


Smith Committee Asserts 
Price Order Is Unfair— 
Declares Agency Ex- 
ceeds Powers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion drew a stern rebuke from the 
House Smith Committee today—its 
second this month—for its han- 
dling of meat prices. 

The committee, headed by Rep- 
resentative Smith (Dem.), Virginia, 
found that OPA “has exceeded its 
powers and violated express pro- 
visions of the Price Control Act 
by setting maximum prices that 
were not generally fair and equi- 
table upon meats on all levels be- 
tween slaughterer and retailer, and 
in recommending to the Director 
of Economic Stabilization that in- 
direct ceilings be fixed on live cat- 
tle.” 

The same committee, created by 
the House early this year to check 
on activities of executive depart- 
ments, assailed OPA in a report 
earlier this month, accusing it of 
assuming powers not expressly 
given it by Congress. 

The effect of OPA’s meat price 
order said the committee today 
was “to favor, foster and encour- 
age.-monopolistic tendencies to con- 
centrate the meat slaughtering 
business in the hands of the com- 
paratively few large processing 
slaughterers and to destroy the 
much greater number of small in- 
dependent slaughterers who oper- 
ate without processing facilities.” 


SUIT SEEKS AN ACCOUNTING 
ON EAST SIDE PARKING METERS 


A suit seeking an accounting of 
revenues collected from the opera- 
tion of 525 parking meters in 
downtown East St. Louis was filed 
in Circuit Court at Belleville to- 
day by Arnold S. Ernest, holder 
of the claim for the purchase price 
of the meters, 

Ernest, who is associated with 
his brother, Finis P, Ernest, in 
operation’ of the Bituminous Fuel 
and Oil Co., 320 North Fourth 
street, charged the City of East 
St. Louis and City Treasurer T, E. 
Krebs “have refused to account for 
or pay over” part of the funds col- 
lected, 

The city of East St. Louis con- 
tracted with the Duncan: Meter 
Corporation of Chicago to install 
the meters at $65 per machine, the 
corporation to receive 75 per cent 
of revenues until the machines 
were paid for. Ernest later pur- 
chastd the corporation’s interest 
in the contract, he set out, East 
St. Louis Finance Commissioner 
Joseph Ganschinietz said a dispute 
over a deduction sought by the 
city for maintenance work on the 
machines had held up payment of 
the bill. 


DELAY IN LIVE CATTLE CEILINGS 
HAILED BY LIVESTOCK MEN 


A two-week postponement of the 
new stabilization program, placing 
price ceilings on live cattle and in- 
definite suspension of quota lim- 
itations on the slayghter of live- 
stock were welcomed today by the 
St. Louis Livestock Exchange. 

“These moves will be of great 
help to the industry,” H. A. Pow- 
ell, secretary of the exchange, as- 
serted. “Price ceilings on live cat- 
tle, which were to have become ef- 
fective Wednesday, are so compli- 
cated that livestock men needed 
more time to study them.” 

Limitations on livestock slaugh- 
ter for civilian consumption first 
were suspended through Septem- 
ber and October, and then through 
November, but now licensed pack- 
ers and butchers may kill unlimit- 
ed amounts until further notice. 
While there will be no particular 
benefit to consumers from the de- 
lay in application of price ceilings, 
the public will benefit directly from 
continued suspension of slaughter 
limitations, which has increased 
meat supplies on the market.

WPB TO RELEASE 
DATA ON OUTPUT 
OF U.S. INDUSTRY 


Figures Will Confound, 
Not Comfort Enemy, 
Nelson Says—May Aid 


Postwar Planning. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (AP).— 
The War Production Board is 
about ready to take the “secret” 
label off. many of its files, to help 
America’s industry and to con- 
found the enemy. 

“Our production position is now 
so strong that information con- 
cerning it will be of no aid or com- 
fort to the enemy—quite the con- 
trary,” said Chairman Donald M. 
Nelson last night in disclosing his 
decision. that restrictions could 
safely be removed, 

Nelson said the release would 
cover “a large amount of past and 
current data originally collected 
for confidential use of war agen- 
cies.” It would supply industry 
with statistics “for planning pres- 
ent and future operations.” 

The figures will cover industries 
and types of products, but not op- 
erations of individual firms or 
plants. Included will be facts on 
production or shipments, use of 
materials, employment, impending 
bottlenecks, inventories and _ re- 
sources, plant capacity and utiliza- 
tion, new materials, substitutions 
and “general trends.” 

First releases will be issued “in 
a few days,” Nelson said, and in 
most cases will cover the period 
since wartime restrictions were im- 
posed, to the present. Frequent 
reports will follow until most ma- 
jor lines of industry have been 
reported. 

“No one should read into the 
change of policy,” he cautioned, 
“any implication that the war is 
as good as won, and that industry 
can now diffuse its thinking and 
energy in war production. Our 
effort must not be relaxed in the 
least.” 

R. L. Vaniman said he had sub- 
mitted his resignation as director 
of the WPB’s automotive division 
and “believed and hoped” it short- 
ly will be accepted. He will re- 
turn to the automobile industry. 

Vaniman indicated he was leav- 
ing because he felt that approval 
of the 1944 truck program on Nov. 
2 meant the completion of his ma- 
jor task. He emphasized that his 
departure should not be construed 
as any indication of steps toward 
reconversion of the auto industry. 
“To talk of reconversion at ¢his 


‘time is heresy,” he declared. 


Vaniman came to WPB almost 
two years ago on leave from the 
Chrysler Corporation. 


HULL CALLS PEACE 
RUMORS ATTEMPT 
TO WEAKEN ALLIES

Papen’s recent trip from Ankara 
to Berlin had nothing to do with 
Turkish affairs, 

Report of Move by Pope. 

Reuters, British news _ service, 
quoted the correspondent of the 
Swiss newspaper Basler Nachrich- 
ten as reporting that Von Papen 
left Vatican City by air Saturday 
after conferring first with Luigi 
Cardinal Maglione, Papal Secretary 
of State, and later with the Pope. 

The correspondent said the Pope 
was still receiving a succession of 
important personalities. 

It was recalled here that the 
Basler Nachrichten reported last 
Thursday in a dispatch from Chi- 
asso near the Italian frontier that 
Pope Pius had undertaken a 
mission of mediation between Ger- 
many and the Allies. 

London was ready:to discount 
any suggestion that Germany 
might be making a peace bid eith- 
er to Russia, or the United States 
and Britain. Relative to this the 
Daily Sketch cited Nazi Propagan- 
da Minister Paul Joseph Goebbels’ 
threats of reprisals yesterday for 
the bombing of Berlin and added: 

“If Goebbels is still the mouth- 
piece of Germany these stories (of 
a peace bid) are not true.” 

Announcement Expected. 

The Daily Telegraph declared in 
a dispatch from Switzerland that 
there is a general feeling there the 
“big three” may be planning some 
kind of dramatic announcement— 
such as a last warning to Germany 
before launching a grand invasion 
of Western Europe. There were 
rumors that China’s Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek might meet with 
the other three Allied leaders, 
Speculation on Benes’ Activities. 

There also was speculation that 
Eduard Benes, President of the 
Czecho-Slovak Government-in-exile, 
might figure in any such meeting 
in connection with a possible at- 
tempt to woo Hitler’s European 
satellites. 

The longing for peace among 
Nazi-dominated peoples was _ ex- 
pressed by a Deputy in the Hun- 
garian Parliament during a floor 
debate. He said Hungary should 
try to make peace and that it no 
longer was bound by the Axis 
three-power pact since Italy’s sur- 
render has voided that instrument. 

The Daily Mail’s New York cor- 
respondent said there even were 
rumors that a sixth person repre- 
senting Germany in some capacity 
not yet clear might sit in.

I see that the OPA says the landlords 
have not suffered. Please figure this 
one out for me: 

For the last 10 years, I have rented my 
four-room modern home with garage 
for $25 a month. I was just about to 
ask more when the OPA made its rul- 
ing that I could not charge more. One 
home in the neighborhood, a four-room 
house not nearly in the shape mine is, 
rents for $30, and a five-room one rents 
for $50. Just because the owners did not 
have their houses rented before rent 
control came in, they can get their price, 

I must pay about §66 income tax, 
which brings my rent down to $20 per 
month. I had the place painted last 
year; this cost $85. The time before that 
it cost $50. Had a new roof put on last 
year, at a cost of $107; this could have 
been done five years ago for $75. 

[I think if the OPA would look into 
some of these things, it would find some 
people are getting a dirty deal. In the 
last three years, I have had 2% per 
eent interest on my investment.

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Washington Scandal No. 3 


An ominous pattern has repeated itself with 
almost carbon-copy imitativeness in three in- 
stances of misapplied and wasted Federal funds 
that have recently come to light. 

First there was the Elk Hills scandal, where- 
in the Nayy Department signed away to a private 
company the rights te a huge part of its precious 
and irreplaceable oi] reserves in California, Next 
came the Shipshaw scandal,. wherein the RFC 
made a grant of millions to a private company 
for construction of a vast power and aluminum 
plant in a remote section of Canada. And now, 
capping and in some ways surpassing these, comes 
the Cano] scandal, wherein the War Department 
undertook to spend millions on a huge oil and 
pipe line project, also in a Camadian wilderness. 

These three deals, each involving many millions 
of the taxpayers’ money, have numerous points 
in common. Each was begun 4m secrecy, and 
brought to public attention only after it was well 
under way. Each invoked the good name of war 
necessity as the excuse for rushing through an 
extravagant scheme that would probably never 
have been considered in peacetime. 

Each provided for the expenditure of public 
funds for the ultimate benefit of powerful pri- 
vate interests, two of them established on foreign 
soil, beyond the reach of our tax jaws, anti-trust 
laws, labor laws and other legislation. Each of 
them was abetted by the influence of corpora- 
tion representatives upon men high in the Gov- 
ernment, And in each case, there was ignoring 
of Government policies or regulations, careless- 
ness or complacency by the responsible officials, 
hasty, half-baked planning, and the feeblest sort 
of defense when the costly projects came to light. 

The latest of these to be exposed, the so-called 
Cano] development in the wilds of Northern Cana- 
da, follows almost to perfection the pattern set 
by the Elk Hills and Shipshaw deals. 

It was kept secret until well under way—Army 
censorship forbade any mention of it in this coun- 
try for months, although the plan had been de- 
scribed in Canadian publications. It was ad- 
vanced for the ostensible purpose of pushing the 
war effort—oil wag needed for the Aleutian cam- 
paign and Canadian sources were tapped, to the 
negiect of potentially rich oil fields in our own 
Territory of Alaska. 

The ultimate beneficiary at Elk Hills was to 
be the Standard Oil Co. of California; at Ship- 
shaw, the Aluminum Co. of Canada. As the Canol 
deal was drawn, the Imperial Oil Co., a Canadian 
concern, is to develop the field and build the 
pipe line, with generous compensation. After 


* the war, the company or the Dominion of Canada 


gets the first option on purehase of the project. 

Petroleum Administrator vigorously fought the 
Elk Hills terms that operated to the Government's 
great disadvantage, and this coptract was later 
canceled, with Navy officials apologizing for the 
bad business deal they had made. It is no won- 
der that Ickes now is fighting the Canol con- 
tract as “against the public interest.” 

The present Truman Committee hearings have 
brought out some devastating facts about the 
$134,000,000 project: It was entered upon hastily, 
with insufficent research, it has been confessed 
even by its advocates. Expenditures were vastly 
extravagant. A start was made without referring 
the plan to the Petroleum Administration, as re- 
quired by regulations. The War Department 
General Staff wag not consulted, and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff were not informed until the 
project was well under way. 

Under Secretary of War Patterson, who admit- 
ted many of these facts, said Vilhjalmur Stefans- 
son, the celebrated explorer, had recommended the 
plan, but Stefamsson has told the Post-Dispatch 
that the Army disregarded his ideas, except for 
minor details. 

In view of all this, it is not surprising to learn, 


as a Post-Dispatch Washington Bureau news ar-— 


ticle informed our readers yesterday, that the 
Truman Committee will shortly issue a report 
sharply rebuking the War Department, and urg- 
ing drastic revision of the contract. 

Some assets can still perhaps be saved from 
the sorry Canol project. But exposure of the 
secret deal and revision of the contract are not 
enough. Some pointed questions will remain, 
and the public will demand an answer. 

What sinister influences are at work in the 
inner circles of the War Department, Navy De- 
partment and RFO that make possible these un- 
derhanded deals for the benefit of huge cor- 
porations?

If the Manpower Commission had followed the 
practice of straightforward dealing with the press, 
Mr. Davis says, public confusion would have been 
avoided. 

. One of the most disturbing factors on the home 
front hag been the highly eonfused situation as 
to the induction of fathers. The confileting, con- 
tradictory official statements have cauged no end 
of worry and uncertainty in homeg and have 
impaired the efficiency of workers. Not all the 
blame ig attributable to the Manpower Commis- 
sion, but certainly that body has failed to sup- 
ply the public with the information it needed. 

Sometimes the purpose has been to await re- 
ceipt of the information by the draft boards and 
WMC offices throughout the country, and again, 
Mr. Davis asserts, suppression has been on the 
absurd basis that publication might lead to mis- 
interpretation. An instance was its failure io

publish a report on nop-employment of Negroes, 
which it thought might offend part of the public. 

Mr, Davis has been fighting a long battle, on 
many fronts within the Government, to get more 
facts for the American public. His exposure of 
Paul V. McNutt’s hush-hush tactics is only the 
latest stage in this fight. ertainly McNutt, and 
the other responsible officials as well, should re- 
alize that the public is strongly behind Mr. Davis, 
and will be content with nothing less than the 
full facts on all public issues, so far as they can 
be given without aiding the enemy. 
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Ignore the Indian Famine? 

A. T. Steele, Chicago Daily News and Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, cabled on Nov. 15 from 
Calcutta: 

Nothing ean avert chronic famine condi- 
tions over sizable areas of India except alloca- 
tion of a number of ships for continuous im- 
portation of foodstuffs from other countries 
for the duration of the war. 


Yet the United Nations Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Administration, holding high council in At- 
lantic City that bread may be brought to lib- 
erated victims of war in Europe, gives every in- 
dication that it will ignore the starvation of 
hundreds of thousands in the Province of Bengal. 
.J. J. Singh, president of the Indian League of 
America, argues that India’s famine-ridden peo- 
ple are truly the flotsam of global conflict, that 
they have been tossed upon the reefs of hunger 
because Japanese invasion cut them off from 
Burmese rice, and exports to the Middle East 
took from them much of their wheat. 

Population increases that have far out-coursed 
food production, such elemental disasters as the 
hurricane of 1942 and maladroit administration 
of available supplies, may be as much to hlame 
as war for this appalling mass starvation. Yet 
whatever the reasons, it is imperative that the 
United Nations take some action, so long as 
Bengal is expected to serve as one springboard 
for the Allied offensive against Japan. 

British War Food Administrator John J, 
Liewellin considers it “quite clear” that Indian 
relief falls outside the scope of UNRRA activi- 
ties. Assistant Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
agrees. As UNRRA’s “scope” has been defined 
at Atlantic City, no move cam be made without 
a request from and the approval of the British. 

Meanwhile, an estimated 100,000 die each week. 
Queues wait to burn or bury their dead. As 
traditionally as disease stalks with hunger in the 
apocalyptic quartet, malaria and cholera follow 
and feed on famine and on the terror of the 
starving homeless, dazedly wandering through the 
streets in search of any crust for sustenance. 

The average American’s mental image of In- 
dia is changing as world war shrivyels the globe. 
Our concept of the teeming Asiatic triangle has 
been two parts travelogue and one part fable. It 
is no longer a mystical place of idols, sacrosanct 
oxen and unkeyed melodies, stone lace, jeweled 
Rajahs and a plodding, un-Western patience. It 
is becoming, for us, as our minds and hearts grow, 
a new reality. Our soldiers are living there. Our 
ships are stopping there. Our bombers are based 
there. Men, women and children are dying there 
for want of food. Its woes now command our deep 
concern, 

“The Bengal famine is now a catastrophe of 
international importance,” William Fisher writes 
in Life, “and will demand an international solu- 
tion.” And he reminds us of a responsibility: 
“The Indians indorse the slogan ‘Freedom from 
Want,’ but view it with a certain irony.” 

Charity is not the issue at stake if we fail to 
urge measures to relieve the hunger of India, but 
the safety of two treasures—our troops, and our 
prestige and self-respect in the Orient, The trag- 
edy in India places both in jeopardy.

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Industry Thinks of the Veterans 


The National Association of Manufacturers is 
showing a commendable spirit in giving thought 
to the future task of returning our armed forces 
to civilian life. Its proposal of six months’ mus- 
tering-out pay gives support to the suggestion 
made by the President and to the bills which 
were introduced in both houses of Congress last 
week. The association continues with the thought- 
ful recommendation that every soldier be given 
a three-week furlough and transportation to his 
home before he is mustered out, so that he can 
look into the prospects for a job. 

The NAM should continue its consideration of 
the problems of demobilization and make further 
suggestions, for we haye only begun to prepare, 
either with ideas or with action, ag doing jus- 
tice to our fighting men on thefr return. In 
Britain, legislative measures are being considered 
to give the war-disabled priorities on jobs, and 
the whole business of price control is being eval- 
uated as a protection to veterans, among them 
some thousands who, after the war, will be buy- 
ing home furnishings for the first time. Both 
these phases of the problem are peculiarly appro- 
priate for consideration by industry. 

We hope the suggestions now being made by 
NAM wiil be only the beginning of a continuing 
effort to shape up a complete program through 
which industry can perform successfully its large 
share of the task of demobilization.

Under new methods of treatment in Air Force hospitals, patients 
preserve former skills or learn new ones; some return to active duty 
with improved ability; others are prepared for better jobs in civil- 
ian life; plan sustains morale and gives new hope to disabled men.

An Army doctor, fresh from civil] prac- 
tice, was making his first rounds through 
the sprawling, 2000-bed Air Force hospital 
at Jefferson Barracks. He stopped to ask 
one patient held motionless in a plaster 
cast how long he had been on his back. 

“Six weeks, sir,” the boy replied. “And 
I've been looking at this ceiling for 42 days. 
There are 28 rows of nails in it. Each row 
has 31 nails. There are 12 cracks runping 
east and west—14 running north and south. 
Last week we had a spider. But they swept 
it away—”" 

That was @ year ago. 

Today, the 255 Army Air Force hospi- 
tals are no longer piaces of incredible bore- 
dom, Walking through their wards, you 
may still see the bedridden staring upward. 
But they won’t be° counting nails. They 
will be studying model airplanes which 
hang in swarms from the ceiling. The 
models are moved about every day so that 
each patient may learn to know every Al- 
lied and enemy plane. Incidentally, they 
are made by convalescents—part of their 
cure. 


Interesting Work for Wounded 


In half-darkened wards, you will see men 
in bed busily practicing blinker’ codes on 
sets they have made out of flashlight bat- 
teries' and cardboard ice cream cartons. 

Many hospitals have a telegraph key and 
buzzer on bedside tables. It used to be 
that operators lost their speed in the hos- 
pital. Now they come out as fast senders as 
ever, sometimes faster. 

At Westover Field, Mass., a mechanic- 
in-training will roll his wheel chair up to 
an airplane engine and nonchalantly remove 
and dissect a carburetor. Glider students at 


. Laurenburg-Maxton Field, N. C., break down 


gliders and re-erect them right in the 
wards. You may even have difficulty in 
finding some of the patients at Jefferson 
Barracks, for they practice camouflage in 
their own beds, under nets of their own 
manufacture. 

In almost any Air Force hospital, you’ll 
find men attentively listening to phono- 
graphs all day iong. But they aren’t lis- 
tening to the latest hot jive. These are 
language-teaching records from which the 
soldier can gain a working vocabulary in 
Spanish, Japanese, Arabic or Italian within 
as little as seven hours. 


Begun by St. Louisan 


These actiyities, and many more of an 
equally surprising nature, are all part of a 
program which goes under the ponderous 
title of Army Air Force Convalescent and 
Rehabilitation Training. It started a year 
ago when Lt. Col, Howard A. Rusk (of St. 
Louis) talked to the lad who counted the 
cracks in the ceiling, 

At first Dr. Rusk hoped mostly to allevi- 
ate boredom. But once the program got 
under way, surprising things began to hap- 
pen. The patients got well faster than 
they ever had before, And not nearly so 
many of them came back with relapses. 

Air Surgeon Maj. Gen. David N. W. Grant 
heard about the program and looked into 
it. Within two weeks thereafter, he as- 
signed Col. Rusk to establish it in all Army 
Air Force hospitals. 

One of. the first things that strikes an 
observer is that training begins at the 


fi 


earliest possible moment. Boredom does not 
get a chance to set in. Soldiers still in 
training go right on with it, taking basic 
courses—first aid camouflage, aircraft 
identification, and so on, Hospital time is 
no longer time lost; soldiers get hospital 
certificates stating what work they have 
done. Their units give them full credit 
for it. 


Even the few illiterates go to school. The 
Air Force hospitals can teach any man, in 
one day, to write his name, plainly. What 
this means to the soldier’s morale, his self- 
respect, is easily imaginable, 

It used to take 45 days at Jefferson Bar- 
racks for a man to recover fully from virus 
pneumonia. Now men are discharged ready 
for duty after 31 days, Nor are these men 


_being pushed through the hospital to make 


a showing. 

Before convalescent training, nearly a 
third of those discharged after pneumonia 
returned to the hospital with a new attack 
within a few weeks. But this year, only 
3 per cent of such cases developed relapses. 
The improvement is credited to the dual 
program of mental and physical recondition- 
ing. 

Men from overseas, suffering from opera- 
tional fatigue, anxiety neurosis or disabiJi- 
ties not requiring major surgical attention, 
go directly to one of seven rehabilitation 
centers; other Air Force casualties leave 
hospital surroundings for a rehabilitation 
center as soon ag possible. 


Men Restored to Usefulness 


To conquer the depression with which 
most injured men begin their long climb 
back to full rehabilitation, the Air Surgeon 
has found the best way is to tell the man 
what he is in for and what he may expect, 
and tell him as soon as possible. 


The prime aim is to restore the soldier 
to full combat fitness. Where this cannot be 
achieved, the patient is trained for other 
work within the Air Forces. 


Men who cannot be restored to military 
duty are trained for a return to civil life. 
Conventional notions of occupational thera- 
py have been thrown away. Soldiers no 
longer weave baskets or string beads, In- 
stead, flyers work with decks of plane- 
recognition cards, complex gunnery-and 
bomb-practice devices, and other things 
which they recognize as useful. 

Already the Air Forces are looking ahead 
to the day when the main emphasis must 
be laid upon reintegration into civil life.

Study of the British Press 
Urges Reform of Libel Laws 


“The Dally Press,”’ by Wiisen Harris. (Cambridge 
University Press, Londoa and New Yerk.) 
British newspapers should be enabled to 

become increasingly able instruments of 

social reform by means of some urgently 
needed liberalization of the laws of libel, 
says Mr. Harris, editor of the Spectator. 

He cites proudly such historic achieve 
ments of the British press as the Times’ 
disclosures of tragic hospital conditiong in 
the Crimean War, which inspired Florence 
Nightingale to become a nurse and stirred 
a laggard Government to action. But, he 
says, the libel laws “undoubtedly check a 
great deal of criticism that ought in the 
public interest to be given expression.” 

The history of libel in England has not, 
however, been entirely unrosy, for in 1809 
the Chronicle successfully defended a se- 
ditious libel case brought against it for 
quoting from Leigh Hunt’s Examiner: “Of 
all monarchs since the Revolution, the 
successor of George III will have the finest 
opportunity of becoming nobly popular.”

Mr. Harris takes the view of advertising 
that it promotes independence by freeing 
the press from “the temptation to seek 
more dubious forms of support.” He cites 
the French press, which, with measurably 
less advertising revenue than the British— 
the Daily Mail has commanded as much as 
£1400 for one page—has been notorious for 
its venality. He recalls the Soviets’ revela- 
tion of Czarist documents showing that 
Le Temps and other Paris newspapers had 
uccepted bribes to support a French pro- 
Russian policy and to support Russiaa 
loans floated on the Paris bourse. Mr. Har- 
ris also observes that more than a century 
ago, when London journalism was uphill 
business, the Times accepted a Government 
subsidy to support ministerial policies. 

It is amazing to realize that as late as 
1803 the largest newspaper in London had 
a circulation of only 4500 (the Morning 
Post). The press was restricted by stamp. 
paper and advertising taxes, and by the 
resultant very high selling price, The pop- 
ulation of Pennsylvania was more plenti- 
fully supplied with newspapers than the 
population of Britain as late as 1832. As re- 
cently as 89 years ago, the largest circula- 
tion in London was 55,000 for the Times, 
and aj] the other morning papers brought 
the total up only to 75,000—whereas in 
recent years the London morning dailies’ 
circulation has reached some 10 milliea. 
The Daily Express alone has two million. 
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In the earlier press of London were Steele 
and Addison, with their Spectator. Sheri- 
dan, Coleridge, Lamb, James and John 
Stuart Mill, and Thackeray wrote for the 
Morning Chronicle, and Hazlitt was its dra- 
matic critic. Charfes Dickens founded the 
News Chronicle. Dr. Samuel Johnson report- 
ed speeches in Parliament for the Gentie- 
man’s Magazine. Southey and Wordsworth 
contributed to the Morning Post. 

Even with its small circulation, the Times 
possessed such prestige that in 1858, when 
it published a private letter from Emperer 
Napoleon III to the King of Sardinia, it 
was able to explain away the mystery 
with the simple statement that the Bmperor 
had sent it the letter, and Abraham Linecoin 
said of the Times: “I don’t know anything 
which has more power, except perhaps the 
Mississippi.” RUFUS TERRAL.

the recovery of American sea 
at Pearl Harbor, but from the

HE ATTACK on the Gilbert Islands is an historic event. It marks 


power not only from the disaster 
deterioration which began in 1922 


with the Washington Conference. Pearl Harbor, where the main bat- 


tleship force was knocked out in 


a few hours, was spectacular and 


humiliating. But in retrospect it is now evident that the effects of 
the Washington Conference were far more serious. 


Only now, after two years of 
prodigious effort, are we in a posi- 
tion to begin to overcome the con- 
sequences by what is almost cer- 
tain to be a long, bitter and bloody 
campaign, 


* . . 

At least three capital errors of 
national policy were inaugurated 
at the Washington Conference. We 
arrested the technical and tactical 
development of our sea power by 
limitations of types and of funds. 
As a result, less than 20 years 
later we had an obsolescent Navy, 
which was unprepared, even if it 
had not been paralyzed at Pearl 
Harbor, to wage war under mod- 
ern conditions. In these last two 
years we have had to do much 
more than repair the damage we 
sustained at Pearl Harbor. We 
have had to perform industrial 
and technological miracles of re- 
constructing our sea power. 

The Washington Conference 
also destroyed the strategic foun- 
dations of American sea power 
when President Harding sur- 
rendered the right to improve the 
fortification of Guam and of the 
Philippine Islands. That decision 
made it impossible for Gen. Mac- 
Arthur to hold the Philippines 
until the fleet could fight its way 
across the Pacific to Manila. 

Finally, the Washington Con- 
ference ruptured the naval part- 
nership with Great Britain and set 
up instead a rivalry by which we 
fell into the abysmal! folly of think- 
ing that to weaken the British 
Navy was somehow to strengthen 
our own position. 

Thus, with our Navy unprepared, 
our strategic position undermined, 
and with our principal ally weak- 
ened, we challenged the expansion 
of Japan, though we appeased her 
while she was making ready for 
the showdown. 


When Showdown Came. 


N consequence, when the show- 

down came, we were unable to 
do what the Pacific fleet was built 
to do: we were unable to cross the 
Pacific, to reinforce the Philip- 
pines and then to compel the Jap- 
anese fleet to fight a decisive bat- 
tle or let Japan be blockaded. The 
disaster at Pearl Harbor, the in- 
herent weakness of the fleet, the 
unfortified condition of Guam and 
the Philippines, have meant that 
we had to fall back on Australia, 
New Zealand, and on British and 
French islands, fighting a defen- 
sive holding action from Allied 
territory while we recreated our 
sea power. 

It has often been argued by 
politicians, and even by some mili- 
tary men, that if it had not been 
for the decision to attack Hitler 
first, we could have knocked out 
Japan much sooner. Even if this 
contention is true, the decision was 
undoubtedly correct. For other- 
wise the European war might have 
become a stalemate, leaving us to 
fight Japan alone without prospect 
of reinforcement by either of our 
powerful allies. 

But now that the Navy has 
launched its great campaign in the 
mid-Pacific, we may well ask our- 
selves whether it is really true that 
the offensive against Japan has in 


any substantial sense been delayed 
by what we have been doing in the 


European theater. We may ask the 
question because it seems unlikely 
that the new Navy which Adm. 
Nimitz now commands could have 
been built, commissioned, and 
trained much more quickly than 
it has been. To have created in 
less than two years this new sea 
and air force of modern battle- 
auxiliary and carriers and all the 
auxilliaries is one of the greatest 
achievements in war, and it seems 
extremely unlikely that the thing 
could have been speeded up by 
more than a very few months at 
best if we had given the Pacific 
war absolute priority on all our 
resources. We must ask ourselves 
how much faster aircraft carriers 
can be built and can be manned 
with trained crews than the Navy 
Department has built and manned 
them, 


* . . 

Real Grand Strategy. 

HE controversy, always latent 

in Congress and elsewhere, in 
regard to the grand strategy of 
the war, has been presented to the 
American public as an issue be- 
tween the Churchill-Roosevelt view 
and that of some of their Ameri- 
can critics, or even as an issue be- 
tween Gen. MacArthur and the 
President. It may have looked like 
that when practically all the fight- 
ing against Japanese forces was 
being carried on in the Solomons 
and in New Guinea, and when the 
British were unable to undertake 
the reconquest of Burma, and we 
were unable to send substantial 
assistance to China. 

But the appearances, we can now 
see, were misleading. For while 
little seemed to be happening in 
the Pacific, in fact we were build- 
ing up the mighty armada of sea, 
air and ground forces which has 
now struck its first blow in the 
Gilberts. This action places the 
old controversy about strategy in 
an entirely new light. For it dis- 
closes the fact that our real 
strategy in the Pacific is dictated 
by the Navy, and that it follows 
the classical pattern of American 
naval strategy in the Pacific. 


. * * 

What Adm. Nimitz is under- 
taking now is in essence what the 
Navy always intended to do in a 
war with Japan—namely, to gain 
command of the Western Pacific 
and make the Japanese island em- 
pire subject to American sea power. 
The Navy never intended to fight 
the main action against Japan 
from Australia; we have had to 
fight from Australia only because 
our unpreparedness in 1941 com- 
pelled us to retreat to Australia. 
The Navy has never agreed to the 
idea that the main attack upon 
Japan could be launched from the 
distant and inconvenient places 
on which disasters and defeats 
compelled us to fall back. 

For this reason the whole con- 
troversy about the size of the 
forces assigned to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur has been factitious. For 
while this controversy has been 
aired in Congress and in the press, 
the actual concentration of Ameri- 
can power for the main* challenge 
to Japan has been going on secret- 
ly in another theater — in the 
theater where the Navy has al- 
ways meant to make its main ef- 


fort. 
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TO BOOST BOND ISSUE 


Large Citizens Committee to 
Be Appointed—Kaufmann 
Hopes for February Vote. 


Plans for the formation of a 
large citizens’ committee to work 
for the passage of a proposed 36 
million dollar city bond issue, to 
be used to finance postwar public 
projects in St. Louis, were an- 
nounced today by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann. 

The Mayor appointed City Coun- 
selor Joseph F. Holland, Director 
of Public Safety H. D. McBride and 
Director of Fublic Welfare Henry 
S. Caulfield as a committee to pre- 
pare a list of leaders of civic, re- 
ligious, business and _ fraternal 
groups, Who will be invited to serve 
on the Bond Issue Committee. 

Letters are now being prepared 
for mailing to about 200 persons, 
asking them to serve, Mayor Kauf- 
mann said. He hopes to have the 
committee ready to function by the 
first of the year, and he expressed 
the desire that everything be in 
readiness so that the bond issue 
could be presented to the voters of 
the city at a special election in 
February, 1944. 

The committee will plan meth- 
ods of raising money to conduct a 
vigorous campaign for general 
public approval of the proposed 


bond issue, Mayor Kaufmann said. 
The campaign will include radio 
talks, billboard and newspaper ad- 
vertising and perhaps motion pic- 
ture sequences. 

A postwar projects committee, 
composed of the heads of the vari- 
ous city departments, has been 
functioning under the Mayor’s di- 
rection for some time. Under 
plans already evolved, a total of 
60 million dollars woulda be spent 
in the immediate postwar period 


street and sewer and general im- 
provements and expansion 
throughout the city. 

If the voters approve the bond 
issue, Mayor Kaufmann said, the 
money thus obtained will be added 
to that already on hand in the city 
departments’ accounts to make up 
the 60 million dollars.

PENS AT AMERICA 


Todd Duncan Superb in Du- 
bose Heyward-George Gersh- 
win -Negro Opera.

How to get a woman divorced

including “I Got Plenty o’ Nuttin’,” 
“Bess, You Is My Woman Now,” 
“It Ain’t Necessarily So,” “I’m On 
My Way,” in the play; and with 
the sprinkling through three acts 
and nine scenes of the play of pic- 
nics, crap shootings, man stabbings 
and funeral orations that make up 
the life of Catfish Row, the enter- 
tainment continues popular 
enough. A majority of the audi- 
ence of about 1600 persons seemed 
well pleased, applauding strongly 
from time to time.

But to others the play was & 
disappointment in several respects. 
First of all, the orchestra, ably 
enough conducted by Alexander 
Smallens, seemed much too small 
and thin for the Gershwin music 
with only. 22 instruments instead 
of the 30 at least that are re- 
quired. 
Secondly, the play has been 
streamlined in its action. Although 
this was done, no doubt, for 
greater popularity, the effect is to 
create a painfully spasmodic move- 
ment that makes the characters 
more like director’s puppets than 
human beings. 
But the chief disappointment 
lies in this, that with age—the 
opera is now close to two decades 
old—a general feeling of venerable 
good humor and conservative con- 
ventional treatment has replaced 
the youthful and well nigh revo- 
lutionary fervor with which the 
play, by all report, was first pre- 
sented. Remember that this was 
Gershwin’s first, as it unfortunate- 
ly was his last, contribution to 
the opera form. And a reaction 
on encountering the play now has 
much of embarrassment in it, as 
though a performer once a bril- 
liant child protege were re-encoun- 
tered as a mature but fairly dull 
adult. 
But Duncan, Coleman and Long 
were superb in their roles, all three 
receiving personal ovations that 
stopped the show.

“With our improved methods of

It is probable that more than 
90 per cent of Japanese war pro- 
duction remains concentrated, as 
before the war, in a tight Kittle 
bloc composed of Japan, Man- 
churia and North China. We won’t 
begin to hurt Japanese industry 
critically until we can get at that 
area conveniently with our bomb- 
ers. So far, we have scarcely 
touched it, 

Our submarines have cut deep 
into Japanese shipping, but the 
enemy still has enough ships to 
transport essential quantities of 
raw material from the South Pa- 
cific. It is getting copper and 
chromite from the Philippines, 
tungsten and zinc from Burma, 
rubber from Malaya and_ the 
Dutch Indies, oil from the Dutch 
Indies. Because Japan is unable 
to provide shiploads of rice and 
manufactured goods to keep its 
conquered peoples happy is no 
sign that it is unable to feed its 
munitions plants and its army.

Japan's mechanized strength Is 
still pretty much of a mystery, as 


none of the engagements that have

metal coming from its mines and 
smelters, Japan is stripping its 
domain of all available scrap. In 
Japan and adjacent countries, all 
unnecessary metal work is being 
torn out.to go into the melting pot. 
Iron railings and fences are disap- 
peariing.

BODIES BURNED 
BY NAZIS AT KIEV,

Jews thought 1t they — were to ae 
evacuated from the city. They | 
obeyed the order, men, women, 
children, old and young as atl | 
as the ailing. Those who could 
not walk went in carts. Among 
them were distinguished physi- 
cians, scientists and other men of 
note. 

After they had assembled they 
were led to Babii Yar in small 
parties under military convoy. 
They were ordered to undress and 
kneel down. They were shot with 
automatic rifles and machine guns, 
The food, money and other pre- 
cious possessions, including clothes, 


the army, not all Jews, mobilized 
for the task of digging up and 
burning the massacred thousands. 
The names of these three Jews 
are Finan Wilkis, 33 years old; 
Leonid Ostrowski, 31; Vladimir 
Davydow, 28. Wilkis had been a 
porter in Odessa, Ostrowski a cab- 
inetmaker at Kiev, and Davydow 
a carpenter at Kiev. All had risen 
to the rank of junior lieutenant in 
the Red Army. 


Wilkis did most of the talking. 
|'Because he and his companions 
had proved good workers, the Ger- 
mans had not shot them as they 
had other Jewish war prisoners 
soon after the occupation of the 
Ukrainian capital. On Aug. 14 of 
this year they were taken to Babii 
Yar. Their ankles were manacled 
and they were set to work digging 
up and burning the dead bodies. 
Out of tombstones and 
fences from the nearby Jewish.

Two cups milk, one-half cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon salt, two 
eggs (separated), one-fourth cup 
cornstarch, one-half teaspoon va- 
nilla, three tablespoons sugar for 
meringue, two ripe bananas, eight- 
inch baked pie shell (cooled). 

Scald one and two-thirds cups 
of the milk with the one-half cup 
sugar and salt. Combine the re- 
maining milk with the beaten egg 
yolks, then the cornstarch and add. 
Cook until mixture boils and thick- 
ens, stirring constantly. Cook over 
hot water for 15 minutes. Cool 
slightly and add vanilla. Beat egg 
whites until stiff; fold about one- 
fourth of this into the custard mix- 
ture. Gradually add the three 
tablespoons of sugar to the re- 
maining whites and continue to 
beat until very stiff. Slice ba- 
nanas into the pie shell and cover 
with the cugtard. Top with the 
meringue, spreading to touch the 
crust all around. Bake at 350 de-

Detection of 
Tuberculosis 


Not Difficult 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


GAIN we urge you to spend as 

much as one to five dollars on 

the Christmas seals of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association to 
continue a real war on one of man- 
kind’s most ancient and unrelent- 
ing foes. Statistics show that there 
is very little unemployment in 
North America. That would mean 
that 80 million people could af- 
ford to buy one dollar’s worth of 
stamps. Think what 80 million 
dollars would do to help! 

The family physician is the head 
man in this fight just now. And 
for reasons. 

We have had in the past two 
years a wider survey of the popu- 
lation to detect tuberculosis than 
ever before. The entire Army and 
Navy forces and a large propor- 
tion of industrial workers have 
been tested. So an ever increasing 
number of people are being advised 
to consult a physician about advice 
as to treatment, And in’ most cases 
that means the family physician. 

x * 


SO WHATEVER other interest 
he may have the family physician 
must be a specialist in tuberculo- 
sis. 

The detection of tuberculosis (of 
the lungs) in this mass survey has 
depended on the use of X-ray of 
the chest. That is the only safe 
cnd sure way of weeding out the 
active cases and the suspects. 

In Massachusetts the Army 
alone has rejected more than 2000 
men because of actual or sus- 
pected tuberculosis. 

The active case is readily de- 
termined by the X-ray and the 
procedure with them is the sim- 
plest of all the decisions in this 
field. They need sanitarium treat- 
ment, and usually surgical col- 
lapse of the active lung, bed rest, 
and segregation from the rest of 
the patient’s family until healing 
has taken place.

IN THE SUSPECTED case the 
procedure is more complicated. 
The diagnosis “suspected” means 
that the X-ray man has _ found 
some hazy shadows’ that he is 
not perfectly sure of. The family 
physician will probably want to 
order another X-ray study more 
carefully done than is possible by 
mass X-raying, and make an ex- 
amination of the sputum and by 
the stethoscope. Also observation 
of the patient, especially the 
daily temperature over a_ period 
of weeks, will determine whether 
there igs an actual active disease 
present or not, The decision of 
what form of treatment should 
be instituted will depend on the 
result of these studies. 

Tuberculosis of the lungs tends 
to increase in prevalence from the 
age of adolescence on. Or rather 
it tends to become evident. It 
hangs on if not detected or treat- 
ed for many years, but in older 
individuals the disease is more a 
source of danger to others than 
to themselves; they have estab- 
lished an immunity which often 
carries them to extreme old age. 

These new case finding methods 
have initiated a large scale attack 
on unsuspected tuberculosis 
among apparently healthy per- 
sons. It is the duty as well as 
the opportunity of the family 
physician to carry it through.

A tne tise should never have 


the flat “a” sound of “have” 
in the first syllable, as “AV- 
ee-AY-shun.” Also, AVIATOR has 
no sanction as “AV-ee-AY’ter.” 
Such pronunciations have long 
been regarded as dialectal, but it 
is surprising how frequently they 
are heard among people of good 
education, including some aviators 
themselves. Both “a’s’” must have 
the long sound as in “day, may,” 
thus:
